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"Peace  on  earth,  good  will  toward  men"  —  one  of  the  fine,  rolling  phrases  in  the 
language.  The  translators  of  the  King  James  version  of  the  Bible  may  not  have  trans- 
lated the  phrase  accurately.  Certainly,  there  are  other  translations.  However,  the  phrase 
is  attributed  to  the  angels,  and  mankind,  scholars  included,  has  always  found  it  diffi- 
cult to  verify  the  speech  of  angels.  The  phrase,  as  translated,  has  a  profound  ethical 
content,  and  also  an  element  of  hope  and  an  element  of  command.  Or  has  it,  really? 
We  know  the  phrase  from  childhood,  we  meet  it  everywhere  in  this  season,  but  does  its 
true  meaning  ever  come  alive  in  our  thinking  and  in  our  acts?  Is  it  not  one  of  those 
stock  phrases  into  which  we  can  pour  a  moment's  sentimentality,  submerging  the  mean- 
ing of  the  words  under  the  weight  of  irrelevant  emotions?  It  becomes  a  verbal  gesture 
demanded  by  the  situation,  spoken  without  reflection  merely  bcause  it  is  the  thing  to 
say.  The  distance  between  our  saying  the  phrase  and  our  understanding  it,  and  between 
our  saying  it  and  our  acting  upon  the  principles  it  expresses,  is  very  great  —  even  as 
our  distance  from  the  angels. 

Normally,  such  a  separation  within  an  individual  is  considered  to  be  a  symptom 
of  illness.  One  "believes"  in  peace  and  good  will;  but,  unfortunately,  or  so  the  argu- 
ment runs,  the  world  is  not  so  constituted  that  such  beliefs  offer  a  realistic  basis  for 
action.  Increasingly,  the  terms  themselves  become  more  and  more  relative  and  devoid 
of  real  ethical  content.  "Peace  on  earth,  good  will  toward  men"  becomes  a  phrase  fit 
only  for  a  season  of  the  year;  the  expression  of  an  essentially  private  emotion. 

Yet,  is  it  not  exactly  this  separation  between  the  private  belief  and  the  vast  outside 
world  of  significant  action  that  is  unrealistic?  The  illness  referred  to  might  be  des- 
cribed as  a  failure  to  take  all  of  the  facts  into  account.  In  contrast  to  this,  one  of  the 
primary  intentions  at  KPFA  is  to  do  away  with  the  unrealistic  separation  between 
principles  of  action  held  in  private  and  the  direct  expression  of  these  principles  within 
the  community.  In  this  context,  "peace  on  earth,  good  will  toward  men"  is  more  than 
a  seasonal  phrase.  It  becomes  a  guide  to  action,  limited,  but  not  subject  to  destruction, 
by  the  response  from  the  community.  And  regardless  of  whether  such  action  calls  forth 
a  like  response,  there  is  no  valid  reason  in  ethical  terms  for  acting  contrary  to  such 
a  simple  principle  —  so  often  neglected,  even  at  Christmas.

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NETHERLANDS  COMPOSERS:  Henk  Badings,  whose  Third  Symphony  will  be  heard  on 
December  18,  was  born  in  Bandung,  Java,  in  1907.  He  received  most  of  his  education  in  the 
Netherlands,  graduating  from  the  Delft  Technical  College  in  1931,  with  honors  in  engineering. 
At  odd  moments,  he  guided  himself  in  the  study  of  composition,  and  these  efforts  resulted  in 
his  First  Symphony,  played  in  Amsterdam  in  1930.  Badings'  career  has  refuted  the  popular 
myth  that  a  scientific  mind  is  anathema  to  an  artistic  soul;  his  musical  maturing  occurred 
while  he  was  teaching  paleontology  and  historic  geology  at  the  Technical  High  School  in 
Delft.  And  field  trips  to  the  Balkans  for  soil  investigations  were  not  unlike  Bartok's  expedi- 
tions in  their  consequences,  for  Badings  managed  to  compile  a  valuable  collection  of  Eastern 
folksongs. 

FAR  AFIELD:  Most  of  KPFA's  public  affairs  discussions  oiiginate  in  our  studios  or  its  environs. 
In  this  Folio  there  is  a  notable  departure  from  this  practice.  On  December  17  18,  21,  24,  25, 
and  28  there  are  programs  which  originate  at  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Nations 
and  in  New  York  City.
